Species A: Claims 1-28, drawn to a method for dicing a wafer having a base 
material with a diamond structure, which comprises dicing the wafer through at least 
one line along a direction at a predetemiined offset angle from a natural cleavage 
direction of the diamond structure; and 

16 Species B: Claims 29-39, drawn to a method for dicing a wafer having a base 

material with a diamond structure, which comprises forming one or more dies with at 
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least one edge at an offset angle from a natural cleavage direction of the diamond 
structure with one or more protection elements along at least one dicing line. 

Applicants elect Species B of Group II, claims 29-39, forfurtlier prosecution. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants request that claims 29-39 should be 
5 examined.
